Courage Wins Even When It Loses 


Captain Kurt Carlsen crossed the At- 
lantic many times in his seafaring career, 
but the world was not interested in his 
travels in the regular line of duty. How 
long the Flying Enterprise sailed the seas 
I do not know; but, apart from the com- 
pany that owned and operated her, and 
those interested in the cargoes that she 
carried, her comings and her goings 
were not items for the news. However, 
the sea captain and the ship hit the head- 
lines when they were not only working 
against obstacles (there were many ships 
on the seas in winter storms), but were 
fighting against impossible odds. After 
two weeks of wallowing in the stormy 
seas, with but a short reprieve before 
the ocean waters would swallow another 
victim, the ship went down. The boat 
was lost, but the name is emblazoned 
on maritime history, for it did not take 
its last plunge without some stiff resist- 
ance. The story ended happily because 
the intrepid captain’s life was saved. He 
lives a hero in the eyes of his fellow men 
because he did not give up while there 
was still a glimmer of hope, even though 
he risked his own life day after day in a 
relentless storm. He sails again, and the 
Flying Enterprise will live as the name of 
subsequent ships that will ply the waters 
of the high seas. 

Bravery, pluck, and tenacity, when 
manifested in a good cause and beyond 
the ordinary call of duty, somehow call 
forth admiration and well wishes. Some- 
thing in the soul of every man responds 
to the sight of great courage in another 
and thrills at the prospect of victory 
when deteat seems inevitable. Captain 
Carlsen has written a new chapter in 
the saga of the seas. For a time the 
world watched the courage of a man, 
for the moment forgetting the ills of 
society in general and the strain of dif- 
fering ideologies which can throw our 
world as we know it into a state of chaos. 

There are those who think that being 
a Christian is dull business, that believ- 
ing God and His Bible is for weak folks, 
for women and children, weak women 
and small children. Faith in God, con- 
sistent faith, takes the innocence of a 
child and the strength of a man who can 
see himself as an infinitesmal part of 
God's great world and the object of the 
love of God who gave His Son to redeem 
men lost in sin. Bible believers thrill at 
the courage of the men of faith whose 
records are on the page of Holy Writ. 
If you believe it, it will thrill you. 

Abraham went to Moriah with his son 
of promise, believing God could put the 
very ashes of his sacrifice together, if 
need be, to give him back the promise 
of a seed to multiply like the sands upon 
the seashore. Moses believed God and 
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took a fleeing nation across the Red Sea 
while the waters thereof bowed in re- 
spect to faith and the will of God and 
drew aside to let them go through on 
dry land. Elijah believed God, and fire 
came down to lick up a sacrifice thrice 
soaked with water to make the possibil- 
itv of trickery entirely out of the ques- 
tion. Daniel believed in the righteous- 
ness of the claims of God and would not 
bend to popular demand. He spent the 
night with lions which could not harm 
a man of God with still some greater 
things to do for Him. Jesus stood out- 
side a burial cave and brought life out 
of death to restore Lazarus to his sor- 
rowing sisters. 

In all of these, the natural odds were 
verv great, but man with God came out 
victorious. Then there are those we read 
of in Hebrews 11:36, 37, “of whom” it 
is recorded, “the world was not worthy.” 
They went down, it seems, in spite of 
faith. Their lives were shortened, but 
their faith was saved—to live on in the 
economy of God that some day in the 
divine, eternal settlement, they shall 
know the gain of loss when trust in Him 
remains unsullied and unmoved. 

Men die for causes, and are respected 
for their sacrifice. Men live for Christ, 
and they are blessed, charged by His in- 
ner strengthening, anointed by _ Ilis 
Spirit's presence, and crowned by ac- 
complishment in the intangibles of the 
soul. To live for Him may mean to die, 
could be the daily death to self. If that 
or any other death, the manner that it’s 
met will judge the faith, the heart, the 
courage, and the cause. —M. M.

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The Church Must Grow ar Die

Man, fresh from the Creator’s hands, 
represented a perfectly organized body. 
Each member was in it’s proper place, 
but there was no life. “And the Lord God 
formed man of the dust of the ground, 
and breathed into his nostrils the breath 
of life; and man became a living soul.” 
By the inbreathing of God’s Spirit, man 
became a living organism. The difference 
was in being “filled with the breath of 
God.” As sinners, we are pictured as 
“dead in trespasses and sins.” But God 
breathes upon this lifeless form, and man 
is quickened into new life and becomes 
“alive unto God.” As living organisms, 
Christians derive their spiritual nour- 
ishment and growth by union with 
Christ. The growth and maturity of each 
organism is dependent upon it’s: union 
with the parent life. 


The church is both an organism and 
an organization whose growth is not yet 
complete. Growth is a law of life. Stag- 
nation is the law of death. To arrest de- 
velopment is to invite stagnation and 
death. Life expands through self-propa- 
gation. When growth ceases, death be- 
gins. When the sun reaches its meridian, 
it begins to decline. When the sea reach- 
es its flood-tide, it begins to ebb. When 
the church ceases to grow, it begins to 
die. Oh! the heart-break, the indescrib- 
able caricatures we see because of ar- 
rested development in the human body. 
Yet tenfold greater is the lamentable 
state of some churches that never grow. 
up. 
Maturity has been defined as that 
state when one ceases to consume and 
becomes a producer; when one ceases 
to be ministered unto, and begins to min- 
ister. Marks of spiritual immaturity are 
evident. The inability to stand alone is 
one of the marks of infancy, when re- 
sponsibility rests upon the parent to 
provide. “Strong meat belongeth to them 
that are of full age.” The strong, meaty 
doctrines of cross-bearing, personal re- 
sponsibility, self-denial, tithing, etc., 
causes indigestion in spiritual babes. “For 
when the time ye ought to be teachers, 
ye have need that one teach you again 
which be the first principles of the or- 
acles of God; and are become such as 
have-need of milk, and not of strong 
meat.” 

A characteristic of children is that they 
believe everything an adult tells them. 
They have not learned to “Prove all 
things — hold fast that — which is good.” 


Solomon, the wisest of all men, wrote 


“The simple believeth every word; but . 
the prudent man looketh well to his.

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going.” The law of cause and effect; the 
argument of evidences, the reasoning 
of deduction are unknown to a child. 
Surely, you have listened to the trivial 
complaints of children? In Matthew 11: 
16-19, Jesus tells us of people who com- 
plained of everything—nothing was done 
right. When adults listen to such childish 
behavior, we excuse them, saying they 
are only children. But one should be 
alarmed when these infantile character- 
istics appear in grownups. Thank God! 
provision has been made whereby. we 
may grow up. When I was a child, I 
snake as a child, I understood as a child, 
thought as a child; but when I became 
a man, I put away childish things.” In 
this 13th chapter of First Corinthians, 
Paul contrasts the matured. fullv-devel- 
oped Christian with a child. Paul in- 
structs, “Brethren, be not children in 
understanding; howbeit in malice be ye 
children, but in understanding be men.” 


All stock raisers know that the inhreed- 
ing process must ultimately work dis- 
aster. Fresh blood and new stock must 
be brought in. Life: must extend itself 
and ever incorporate new life in order 
to continue. The differences between -a

increases and enlarges as it journeys to- 
ward the sea.

2nd stagnates 
in the process. The church must have 
new life, new blood in order to survive.

Tt must pronagate itself 
or it will die. Families of renown have 
died ont beeanuse thew failed to prona- 
sate Animal and fowl refuges are safe- 
onards against killino off faster than the 
animal or fowl can revroduce. Extinct 
enecies tesch uc the nossibilitv of losing 
identity bv failure to nronacate. The 
nareble of the wheat and tares reveals 
the only possible victory for the wheat 
over the tares is in the growth of the 


vovern 


wheat. It must send down more roots, 
and send up more stalks, and supply 
more vitality than the tares are able to 
do. The church must grow or die because 
the travail of the church for souls is born 
out of the compassion of God for' the 
lost. : Pulp

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Dreams are peculiar things. They have 
been defined as fantastic nonentities, but 
this certainly is not true of all dreams. 


Some are undoubtedly intangible reali- 


ties. This is true of the dreams of Joseph. 
They must have been of God, for only 
God can foresee and foretell the future, 


and Joseph’s dreams were in the course 
of time signally fulfilled. In the Book of 
Daniel, the second’ chapter, we read of 
the. dream of Nebuchadnezzar, and in 
the seventh chapter we read of the dream 
of Daniel. Each dream being a prophetic 
forecast of the times of the Gentiles from 
Nebuchadnezzar’s day down to the end. 
Nebuchadnezzar’s dream was a forecast 
of these times from tie viewpoint of 
man, whereas Daniel's dream was a sim 
ilar forecast from the viewpoint of God. 

Recently I was scheduled to preach 
at a Sunday morning service in one of 
our St. Petersburg churches. God was 
evidently getting me ready for the serv- 
ice. Early, Saturday morning, while still 
asleep, I dreamed J had entered a large 
church of the denomination to which I 
used to belong. The congregation occu- 
pied every pew, and it was with difficulty 
that I found a place to sit. The preacher 
had already risen to announce his theme. 
He told his congregation that he was 
purposing to show them the difference 
between what these people have and 
what the Pentecostal people have. He 
likened what these people have to cold 
water and what the Pentecostal people 
have to hot water, and then he said 
“Which is better, cold water or hot wa- 
ter? Suppose the day is hot, and you are 
thirsty, which would you prefer, cold 
water or hot water? Cold water of 
course, so it is quite evident that the cold 
water is better than hot water.” The 
congregation sat in’ dead silence. One 
could almost’ have heard a pin drop. 


Suddenly: a woman leaped to her feet - 


and began to give a message in tongues. 
I wondered what would happen next, 
but the silence continued. Even the 
preacher seemed to be transfixed. Then 
as suddenly asthe Spirit had fallen upon 
the woman who: gave the message in 
tongues, the Spirit fell upon me, and I 
was given the interpretation. I said to 
myself “what will happen if I give the 
interpretation in this fashionable 
church?” Before I had time to answer my 
question I found myself on my feet. I 
was walking up the aisle, and the inter- 
pretation was flowing from my lips, the 
sum and substance of which was this: 
“God is soverign. He acteth in accord- 
ance with His own wisdom and good- 
ness, and His wisdom and goodness are 
infinite. He asks counsel of no man. He 
is not like a man who needs a counsellor. 
He never errs. He knows what is for our 
good and His glory, and He acts accord- 
ingly.

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Cold Water or Hot Water — Which?

The people of the congregation were 
sitting in silence and listening intently. 
Suddenly I awoke, and, behold, it was 
a dream. 


1 lay and meditated upon what I had 
dreamed. 1 asked myselt the question, 
“Which is the better, cold water or hot 
water?” I said to myself, “As to which 
is the b.tter depends upon the use to 
which tne water is to be put.” And then 
I thought of a train of cars to which an 
engine had been attached. It seemed to 
me that I could see the engineer in the 
cab of the engine. His hand was on the 
throttle. He opened it, but nothing hap- 
pened. The boiler had been filled with 
water but there was no fire under it. 
Then the fireman buit a fire under the 
boiler. After a little while there was 
steam enough to blow the whistle but 
not enough to rove the train. Soon 
however, the water in the boiler began 
to boil and adequate amounts of steam 
was generated. The engineer opened the 
throttle, the wheels of the great engine 
bgun to turn, and the whole train moved 
out crom the station and was soon speed- 
ing across the country at the rate of 
eighty miles an hour. Which was the 
better, cold: water or hot water? How 
long would it have taken to get the en- 
gine: started if the water had not been 
heated? 

John the Baptist when he announced 
the beginning of a new dispensation, 
said to the people, “I indced buptize you 
with water; but one mightier than I com- 
eth, the latchet of whose shoes I am not 
worthy to unloose: He shall baptize you 
wit: the Holy Ghost and with fire.” 


We all know how “when the day of 
Pentecost was fully come, they were all 
with one accord in one plice. And sud- 
denly there came a sound jrom heaven 
as of arushing mighty wind, and it filled 
all the house where they were sitting.

iment immediately began. 


We are undoubtedly approaching the 
end of this dispensation of grace.

God is no respecter 
of persons. Peter said “the promise is 
unto you and your children and all that 
are afar off, even as many as the Lord 
our God shall call.” We have been called, 
and so the promise is for us. Is it not true 
that many among us who have been em- 
powered in the past are lacking in power 
at the present time? May it not be true 
init our entire Pentecostal movement is 
not moving forward as the Lord would 
have it move? It is the conviction of this 
writer that greater power is needed than 
we have yet availed ourselves of. God’s 
storehouse is full. Let us come in simple 
faith and whole hearted consecration, 
and our need wiil be supplied. God will 
give us sufficient power to be as ageres- 
sive as were the Christians of the early 
age concerning whom it was said, “they 
that have turned the world upside down « 
are come hither also.” 


Instead of manifesting a spirit of com 
promise as it seems evident many are 
doing in these tragic days of Laodician’ 
Jukewarmmness, let us let the fire of God 
burn that the prayer of the prophet may 
be answered in God’s time and God’s 
way, “Of that thou wouldst rend the 
heavens, that thou wouldst come down, 
that the mountains might flow down at 
they presence, As when the melting fire 
burneth, the fire causeth the waters to 
boil, to make thy name known to thine 
adversaries, that the nations may trem- 
ble at thy presence!” Isaiah 64:1, 2. 


We Pentecostal folks as a whole ought 
to pray the prayer these people have been 
praying for many decades, but with 
greater faith and fervor than they have 
prayed: 


“Come Holy Spirit heavenly Dove, 
With all thy quickening powers, 
Kindle a flame of sacred love 
In these cold hearts of ours.”

Eph. 4:11—“He gave some . . . pastors.” 
A pastor is a member of that strange 
but wonderful body of people whom the 
Lord has given to feed and water the 
sheep in the pastures of God. In one 
breath he is mentioned by Paul as being 


allied with the apostles, prophets, evan-’ 


gelists, and teachers whose sole mission 
in life is to edify the body of Christ, per- 
form the work of the ministry, and per- 
fect the saints. (Eph. 4:12). It takes the 
call of God to be a real pastor. With this 
definite call, the work becomes a joyous 
service. What a thrill it is to see a vision 
become a reality. Rough timber among 
the congregation becomes moulded, pli- 
able, useful, after months of private 
counseling, exposition of the Word of 
God, patience, encouragement, and con- 
stant exhortation. In a pastor, the mem- 
bers of a church have a friend in time of 
domestic tragedy and sorrow, a counselor 
for their problems in life, a leader in 
their reaching out for more of God in 
their lives. Without the call of God a

pastor’s life would be a series of heart- 
breaking events indeed. The call of God _ 
is the “plus” that makes it all worth 
while. Rae 
Pastoral work has’ many’ joys: to: it. 
There are the services where a young 
couple is united in marriages, occasions 
of baptizing the new converts; dedica- 
tion of children, sending off the young 
people for their first year in Bible school, 
the Christmas program, the Easter serv- 
ices, the special rallies and fellowship 
meetings, and seeing God work wonders 
in people’s lives. But pastoral work also_ 
has burdens which only a “called one” 
can successfully bear. There are the de- 
mands upon his time, so that he cannot 
keep regular office hours. There are the 
days when the specter of death has 
struck and he: must “stand by” to help 
and comfort the sorrowful, and arrange 
for special services. Some days the phone 
rings incessantly. In his labors he ‘be- 
comes the hub around which all the local 
Christian work in a community revolves. 


But, .... who is a, pastor to the pastor? 
Who can counsel with him in his hour 
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of need? To whom can he turn for words 
of advice when the going is rough? In 
times of seeming defeat and loneliness, 
who is there to place an arm around his 
shoulder and “say the right thing?” He 
is beset with the same problems of liv- 
ing as everyone else, physical welfare, 
inflation, often with just enough to get 
by, irregular hours, and, besides these. 
the care of the church which is constant- 
ly making demands on his physical, men- 
tal, and spiritual resources. To whom 
can he go in his need for help? 


We could name a number of great 
helps for a pastor. First let us think of 
the help he may receive at the District 
Councils, camp meetings, ministers’ in- 
stitutes, and fellowship meetings, where 
he may renew old acquaintances, listen 
to someone else preach, and, if possible, 
take his mind off of his own immediate 
problems for a little season. 

Then we must also think of the help 
he may receive from an understanding 
wife, who, equally feeling the weight of 
the work they are in, valiantly comes 
through with a steady hand on the helm 
as the boat rocks, and so often has the 
right word at the right time. 

Another tremendous help to a pastor 
in times of stress is for him to get alone 
with his books and commentaries and 
fill his mind and heart with nuggests of 

truth until his daily problems seem 
small and transient indeed in the light 
of what God sees. and knows. 

The greatest of all helps for a pastor 
is the constant searching out of the Word 
of God, and the hours of intimate com- 
munion with God, when the problems of 
the flock are laid before Him, and the 
pastor's heart is warmed afresh with an 
inflow of grace and strength. 

‘Who is the pastor’s pastor. He has 
none. But if he is “called,” and if he is 
exerting every force at his command in 
behalf of the eternal welfare of others, 
he can. say with the Apostle Paul: “I 
thank Christ Jesus our Lord, who hath 
enabled me, for that He counted me 
faithful, putting me into the ministry.” 
—] Tim. 1:12.

. The Morning Watch 


For over forty years I have observed 
the morning watch. I begin in reading 
the Word of God. Then I turn to prayer 
in obedience to Psalm 5:3, “My voice 
shalt thou hear in the morning, O Lord; 
in the morning will I direct. my prayer 
unto thee, and will look up.” 

Just as of old, manna was gathered, 
the Bible should be read daily. When 
we read God’s Word, He talks to us. 
And when we pray we talk to Him, thus 
we sustain a warm and close fellowship 
with our Saviour divine. 

I have found three enemies to the 
prayer life: 

First interruptions. 1 discovered that 
1 had to have a time and place for prayer. 
My time is in the morning. I would never 
dream of going to my work before first 
meeting God. My place for prayer is my 
study, when I am at home. We have time 
for everything else; we must take time 
for prayer. 

Second, wandering thoughts: I used 
to have all kinds of thoughts, plans and 
programs come in upon me when I was 
praying, and I found myself thinking. 
How did I get rid of these wandering 
thoughts By praying out loud, by put- 
ting my petitions into words. I always 
pray out loud, and have done so for the 
last forty years of my life. 

Third, drowsiness: I used to become 
sleepy when I wanted to pray. That was 
because I knelt down and closed my 
eyes, and put my head on my arms. 
Years ago I formed the habit of walking 
when praying. I have walked hundreds 
of miles in my study. By walking up and 
down the room I never become drowsy, 
I am able to keep wide awake. 

I discovered that when I knelt down 
and prayed silently, ten minutes seemed 
a long time, but when I prayed out loud 
and walked, the time went by quickly. 
By following these methods I have been 
able to spend hours in prayer, and I 
have found the morning watch my 
strength and my stay. The problems are 
solved before I meet them. God hears 
and answers. Instead of letting my cir- 
cumstances get on top of me and send- 
ing me to a sanitarium with a nervous 
break-down, I am able to keep on top 
of my circumstances. I know of no 
greater spiritual blessing than the bless- 
ing of the early morning watch.

Sermon Preparation 


(Advice given to an inquirer as to 
the preparation of sermons.) 


I am in receipt of your very interesting 
letter. I am afraid it is not easy for any- 
one to help you, save in the most general 
way. In the first place, I should strongly 
advise you to abandon once and forever 
the method of writing sermons in full 
and then committing them to memory. 
Lf you write them in full, read them until 
their general line of thought has gripped 
you. and then abandon them. More men 
have been killed through this method 
which you are adopting than by any 
other in preaching. 

Besides, while I do not desire to criti- 
cize any other man’s method, I am bound 
to say that, personally, I do not consider 
that either reading or reciting is real 
preaching. Both may have their place, 
but preaching is, pre-eminently, speak- 
ing directly to men. 

Your difficulty concerning language 
is a very real one. Of course, there are 
those who have a natural gift in this 
direction. Where this is lacking, a great 
deal may be done by reading some of the 
best masters, noticing carefully their 
method in the use of words and the for- 
mation of sentences. What is pre-emint- 
ly necessary is an enlarged vocabulary, 
and this such reading will help to sup- 
ply. Let every new word be noted and 
its true value learned. Where this is 
done with patience, it will be found in 
course of time that such words come 
naturally into use. 

Of course, in conjunction with such 
reading you should go on preaching, 
and, while not careless of the manner in 
which you express your thoughts, still, 
always remember that your main busi- 
ness is to make the people who listen 
understand what you are saying. 

I note what you say about the occa- 
sions when, without any preparation, 
you have had freedom in thinking. I am 
glad to see your parenthesis in this con- 
nection (under pressing circumstances ). 
No man can make this the habit of his 
preaching and be clear and consistent.

hrist’s Amb 
Christ’s Amba 
First Rally Held in Trinity County 
by Ray Oliver 


Time, we say, brings many changes, 
Styles, customs, manners of speech, 
modes of living, all change with the 
ages; but two things have remained the 
same from the very beginning. The first, 
man’s need of meeting God; the second. 
nis attitude in worship. The place of 
worship is not the most important part. 
One can worship God in a great cathed- 
ral, a siinple-church ‘building, or under 
the open sky. The important thing. is our 
attitude. ek 

We can define a place of worship as 
the place where we meet to worship God 
and to hear Him speak through His 
Word. We regard it as sacred. When 
God spoke to Moses through the burning 
bush,’ He said,: “Put off thy shoes’... 
for the place whereon thou standest is 
holy ground.” God demanded reverence 
from Moses. (Turn to the familiar story 
of Christ cleansing the Temple, and you 
will find His ‘condemnation outpoured 
upon those who destroyed the spirit of 
reverence in God’s House. Some may 
say the first Scripture refers to the Old 
Testament times, before even the taber- 
nacle worship or priesthood was estab- 
lished, and that the second was meant 
for the Jews. But God has made it very 
definite and: plain that He demands rev- 
erence from all. 


Reverence Lacking 


Let us pretend for a moment that you 
have received this invitation: “You are 
invited to dinner at my home on Wed- 
nesday evening at six o’clock. Signed, 
President Harry S. Truman.” Friends 
hear of this honor given you and are 
surprised when you.accept it very cas- 
ually, and make no preparation for the 
event. When the time arrives they see 
you leave, dressed in your work day 
clothes. and are amazed when they hear 
of your strange behavior at the dinner. 
With just a brief greeting to your famous 
host, you turn to greet friends and con- 
tinue*to talk to them throughout the en- 
tire meal. The President, seated at the 
head of the table, is speaking concerning 
things of vital importancé, but you whis- 
per away, eating a morsel of food now 
and then, but leaving most of it un- 
touched upon your plate. Then, as soon 


as the dinner is over, without a word of | 


thanks, you quickly hurry off. How fool- 
ish, you say, and how lacking in respect? 
Yet think a moment. Can’t you. see a bit 
of resemblance to something of which 
many of us may be guilty? 

An invitation to come-to God’s house 
to partake of spiritual food is given to 
us. Do we ever show: 
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Lack of preparationP If we do not 
lay aside personal thoughts, problems, 
and interests, and fix our hearts and 
minds upon the Lord, we do not give 
the reverence He demands. 


Rudeness? If the church is really God's 
house, then we are His guests and, as 
snch, certain things are expected of us. 
To ignore one’s host is discourteous, yet 
many come to God’s house and never lis- 
ten when His Word is read, nor sing His 
praises in song, nor meet..Him in the 
time of prayer. There is no reverence 
shown and without it there can be no 
worship. 


Lack of appreciation? God invites us 
to feed upon His Word, but if we do 
not listen to the truths given from it by 
the servant of the Lord, and if we do 
not apply them to our lives, His provi- 
sion is wasted. Lack of appreciation of 
the Word is irreverence. 


Carelessness? We would not think of 
taking liberties in the White House were 
we to visit there, yet many times we 
thoughtlessly show lack of respect for 
the Lord’s house. 

What are some ways in which we fail 
to honor God’s house? 

Abusing song books by careless hand- 
ling and marking upon them. 

Dropping gum and candy wrappers 
upon the floor or in hymn rack. 

Writing notes and throwing down 
small pieces of torn paper. 

Failing to keep the place of worship 
clean, dusted, and attractive. 

Perhaps one may say, “What I do af- 
fects no one but myself.” But that is a 
great mistake. What you do. touches 
other lives as well as your own. Influ- 
ence is hard to define; but it is that some- 
thing which goes out from you and is 
felt by every person with whom you 
come in contact. It is either for good or 
for evil. If reverence is lacking in your 
attitude in God’s house-or toward spirit- 
ual things, you will influence others the 
same way. For. example, whispering, 
writing notes, or distracting attention 
during the service, hinders those’ near 
you from receiving what they need. 


You are helping the service in some 
little. way . 

By the reverence you show, and the 
worship you pay; 

Some are sure to do as they see what 


you do, 
Say, what is the service according to 
your 


Last night, November 12, we held the 
first C. A. rally ever held in Trinity 
County.

lies, we are finding that this split sched- 


ule is working fine. Our attendance per | 


rally-month has more than doubled dur- 
ing these two months that we have tried 
this experiment. 


Reverence Does Things 


Reverence honors God. When a mem- 
ber of the royal family enters a room, 
all present rise to their feet, expressing 
respect and homage. How much more 
ought we to show reverence when we 
enter the presence of the Most High God? 

Reverence imakes His presence real. 
Here is a secret a man of God gave to a 
group of young Christians. When you 
enter the house of God for a service, 
give this prayer: “Holy Spirit, usher me 
into the presence of God. Close my mind 
to outside thoughts, open my heart to 
hear Thy voice.” Reverence creates an 
attitude for worship. 

Reverence helps the speaker. Nothing 
encourages the speaker more than your 
reverent attitude and co-operation. It 
inspires and lifts him up and makes it 
easier for him to give forth a message 
anointed by the Holy Spirit. 

Reverence creates helpful influence. 
Remember in the story of Ruth that she 
came to worship the one true God 
through the influence of Naomi, her 
mother-in-law. Very few persons have 
found the Lord who have not been in- 
fluenced in their decision by some Chris- 
tian’s example. Unsaved visitors in our 
services watch our attitude. If we show 
earnestness, sincerity, and reverence, we 
testify to the reality our our salvation.

A 17-year-old boy was among Several 
Sacramento teen agers apprehended by 
the police recently for investigation of 
marijuana smoking. The following is 
part of the reporter’s account of the in- 
terview with the boy. 

At first he was a good looking boy, 
with square, husky shoulders. But when 
you talked to him... . 

“I can’t get my mind off of the stuff. 
I can’t study or work or do anything. . . 
don’t touch breakfast or the lunch my 
mother makes for me for school. I’m not 
hungry. Every time I think I'll have one 
more cigaret and then quit. Then I want 
another one. 


“I first tried marijuana about three 
months ago. Some guy I never saw. be- 
fore needed a push. The battery in his 
car was low, so I helped him push and 
we got the car started. He asked if I 
wanted to get crazy. I knew what he 
meant. { had heard a lot about it. I said 
‘Sure. We drove down to a park and I 
started to get high right away. That was 
my first time. A week later I had another 
one. They cost a buck unless you make 
a deal and have nine for $6.00. After the 
secord one the frequency increases to 
two or three a week.” 

The poor boy does not yet realize the 
seriousness of marijuana. He thinks he 
can quit but his mind is on it. Marijuana 
smoking is about the worst thing that 
can happen to.a youngster.

It 
has been a basis for organization and 
promotion at the sectional, district, and 
national levels. The National Sunday 
School Standard does not presume to 
include all that might be done to build 
a Sunday school. It is a well balanced 
program which gives emphasis to the 
absolute essentials for a well organized 
soul-winning Sunday school. 

The National Sunday School Standard 
is not an ornament, not just a chart to 
hang on the wall. It is an instrument by 


which we may guage the spirituality, 
efficiency, and growth of the Sunday 
school. It is not primarily a goal. It is 
a means for reaching a goal. Earning the 
Gold Crown poster is not the actual ob- 
jective. Having a Gold Crown Sunday 
school with which to win and teach souls 
is the real goal. 


The National Standard is a guide for 
reaching objectives; a guage for meas- 
uring efficiency. It is a denite, practical 
program of work; an outline of things to 
be done. It is not an end in itself; it is 
a means to an end. Do not work to reach 
the Standard, but work the Standard to 
reach souls. It offers a plan-to the Sun- 
day school that will bring about co- 


ordination and co-operation. Use it to 


give direction as well as to generate 
energy and produce movement. Each 
year more Assemblies of God Sunday 
schools adopt the National Standard and 
send in a checkup to receive their poster 
award. Last year more than four thou- 
sand Sunday schools co-operated. Is 
your Sunday school using the National 
Standard? Is your Sunday school a Stan- 
dard school? Begin now to make it so.

School Checkup 


Have you ever stopped to consider 
the real importance of a checkup? 


It is important to the pastors, superin- 
tendents, and workers in the Sunday 
school.

to Sunday by the Sunday school are 
shown by the Checkup. 

At a glance, we can see from the 
Checkup how the school is progressing, 
for the Checkup shows the gain or loss 


in average attendance. We also learn | 
the financial development of the school | 


and if it is faithful in missionary giving. 
It helps us determine the strength of 
the church by reporting the number of 
pupils remaining for morning worship. 


The Checkup shows if the Sunday | 
school is interested in the opportunities | 


afforded them by having an organized 
Cradle Roll Department, and if an ef- 
ficient Extension Department is in oper- 


ation. As is a yearly examination to the | 
school child, so is the Ceckup to your | 


Sunday school. A Checkup filled in com- 
pletely and accurately reveals not only 


what has been accomplished, but where | 


improvements should be made to build 
a Sunday school which will be success- 
ful and spiritual for the glory of God and 
the salvation and upbilding of souls.

Peruvian Bible School Trains Good Workers 


Peru Ruth Couchman 


(Sister Ruth Couchman writes of the 
school in Lima, with which she has been 
since its beginning.) 


There are 61 students this year, 15 
women and 46 men. The school pro- 
vides a three-year course, seven months 
each year. Thanks to the offerings re- 
ceived from friends and churches in the 
U. S. interested in this vital part of the 
evangelization of Peru, some 30 students 
ere provided with work, either part or 
full time, enabling them to help pay 
their expenses while in Bible School. 


Some of the students already have 
won imany souls to the Lord. Brother 
Diomedes Quezada, returning after a 
years absence to complete his studies, 
left a group of over 50 believers at Tum- 
bes, our most distant outpost on the 
Ecuadorian border. The new group pur- 
chased property, and, with the pastor's 
help, has erected a simple church buiid- 
ing. 

Augusto Cabada, another third-year 
student, together with his wife and three 
children, is back, after seven years, to 
complete his studies. He has served as 
overseer of the Assemblies of God work 
in a large area, with 16 lay workers un- 
der his supervision. The work in the 
Hauyaucito region has developed in a 
remarkable way and is completely in- 
digenous. Practically the whole town ac- 
cepted the gospel, so that the Catholic 
church was for a time used by them for 
gospel services. Difficulties arose, and 
the group turned the church over to the 
government tax department, which later 
officially returned the property to them. 
In the meantime the believers had put 
up their own building, holding about 
500 believers, who, by the way, sit on 
the floor, since they cannot afford bench- 
es as yet. Hauyaucito (pictures in Jan- 
uary Glad Tidings) now has two church 
buildings for the glory of God.

(Since leaving China, the Paul Pipkins 
have spent three years in Manila. As well 
as Assembly of God work, they have 
worked with the Youth for Christ pro- 
gram and much of the time with the Far 
Eastern Broadcasting Company, spread- 
ing the gospel by radio as well as by gos- 
pel meetings. Mrs. Pipkin and the chii- 
dren will be back in California by the 
time this is read.) 


It has been a very busy, but happy, 
term of missionary service. A good deal 
of the time in both China and the Philip- 
pines we could hear shooting in the dis- 
tance between the forces of Democracy 
and Communism. in the daytime by ra- 
dio, newspaper and large wall posters, 
this same death struggle between tyran- 
ny and free men presented its desperate 
issues of life and death for Asia’s mil- 
lions. 


How we thank God for the opportun- 
ities the Lord has given us to speak to 
scores of thousands of Chinese youth in 
city-wide youth rallies in that now Iron- 
Curtain land, as well as for the strategic 
opportunities of proclaiming truth and 
righteousness over the facilities of the 
Far East Broadcasting Company. A 
Christian Japanese war prisoner, con- 
demned to death, through special re 
cordings has interpreted for me. A Chi- 
nese doctor and a Chinese school teacher 
have interpreted my messages on the 
radio into three of China’s major lan- 
guages, Mandarin, Cantonese, and 
Amoy. We've had reports from all over 
the Orient, including Peiping itself, that 
these messages of hope and freedom 
through Christ have reached their mark 
--all the glory and praise be to the Lamb 
who was slain and Who is redeeming 
men from every tribe and every nation 
for His eternal purpose. 

A recent health examination shows 
both of us have picked up the dreaded 
amoeba. I don’t know a lot about it, ex- 
cept that a change of climate and diet 
has been recommended to see if we can 
build up resistance against it. 


Due to world conditions, and the type 
of work I will probably be doing on fur- 
lough, and last but not least, the reason- 
able cost to return to the States via Eur- 
ope when beginning from Manila, I feel 
‘t advisable to make the following plans. 
Mrs, Pipkin and the children, the Lord 
willing, will be on the President Cleve- 
land when it arrives January 25 in San 
Francisco. After an itinerary to Formosa, 
Japan, and Korea, I shall conduct a few 
more meetings in Manila before return- 
ing to the States via Kurope, expecting to 
speak in both Assembly of God stations 
and Youth for Christ rallies in Hong 


West Africa The Lehmans 


(The Harold Lehmanns are in Bawku, 
Northern Territories, in the Gold Coast.) 

Our sixth Christmas in Africa, and we 
have not-yet adjusted to the fact that 
conditions are not “Christmasy.” Every- 
thing is dried up—burned, barren, blast- 
ed—and will remain so until May. In a 
land of paganism, sprinkled with pseudo 
Mohammedanism, perhaps one should 
not expect a Christmas atmosphere. 
Thank God, He creates His own atmos- 
phere in our hearts. 


It has been a terribly full year, at 
times too full for our own good. Our 
Father has graciously provided, protect- 
ed, and preserved. 

The Lord has allowed us to see the 
greatest awakening of our ministry. We 
fave taken the gospel into a new area. 
It is not exaggerating to say that hun- 
dreds have accepted Christ. We have 
seen as many as 300 people, including 
their chief, burn their fetishes, jujus and 
charms in one huge pile. Our children, 
David and Gretchen, will remember this 
scene as long as they live. Like the Thes- 
salonians, they were “turning to God 
from idols, to serve the living and true 
God.” This plunge of faith was a definite 
break with the past. This act openly re- 
nounced former allegiances and beliefs. 
This was a “baptism of fire.” The “old 
man, with his jujus and charms, with 
his superstitions and fetishes, passed into 
and under and through the fire, and 
came out a “new man in Christ,” shout- 
ing and praising and singing of God 
and His Son This is thrilling beyond 
description and is still burning on and 
on, with whole sections being “strangely 
moved,” so that scores move out to con- 
fess faith in Christ. 

Of course, with such an awakening 
comes the high responsibility of ‘feeding 
the lambs.’ This is our particular burden, 
tor there is no one among our African 
brethren who can reduce this language 
to writing and can prepare reading cours- 
cs for them. Without these helps and 
without God’s Word, the new converts 
cannot grow. Imagine the deep work of 
the Holy Spirit in moving these people 
io believe the simple, yet powerful, story 
of the love of God as seen in the death 
and resurrection of Christ, as.it is spoken 
to them. They have not one promise 
irom [His Word written in their lang- 
uage. Nor can they read. Their eternal 
destiny depends upon how truly Christ 
is presented in a spoken word. If you 
ao occasionally think of us, pray that 
we may receive wisdom from God and 
~cility in the language work.

Corruption Hits Highest Mark 

According to a recent statement by 
Former President Herbert Hoover, the 
country has been exposed in the past 
year to more dishonesty in officials and 
governmental departments than at any 
time in its history. And he warned that 
unless this evil is stamped out “to the 
last official concerned” tne United States 
would “decline and fall like the great re- 
publics of the past.” 


Can Atom Make More Atoms? 

Our first atomic-power, steam-elec- 
tricity at Arco, Idaho, is expected in the 
first six months of 1952. This will come 
from a new kind of reactor, a pile of 
concrete-shielded uranium in which 
atoms split. This reactor is housed in a 
very ordinary-looking building about 
the size of a large church. It will show 
whether or not a theory is correct. The 
theory says you can split uranium atoms 
and get them to produce more plutonium 
atoms than the original number split. 
You get more fuel than you burn. You 
have for the first time started a seeming- 
ly perpetual motion chain. If this new 
reactor fails, we are told the prospects 
of an atomic age will fade until some- 
thing besides atom splitting is discover- 
ed, for uranium is too scarce to be a 
world power supply, unless it can breed 
new fuel in this Arco reactor. 


If Man Can Learn Plants’ Secret 

Another possible means of power is 
from the sun. This will not come from 
concentrating the sun’s rays, but from 
indirect methods, knowledge of how 
green plants gather hydrogen from wa- 
ter. If science can imitate the cheap and 
easy way a green plant gets hydrogen 
then the seven seas will become almost 
inexhaustible sources of hydrogen pow- 
er, made by aid of the sun. 


America’s Enemy No. 1 

In a recent speech in Sacramento, Sen- 
ator Estes Kefauver, the lawmaker whose 
Senate Committee investigated crime 
and corruption from coast to coast for 
more than a year, called organized crime 
and its influence on politics America’s 
worst problem, though he recognizes 
the equal importance of a foreign policy 
which would assure peace in the world. 
He said that today’s gangsters are far 
flung and insidiously deceptive, not the 
Al Capone type of mobster. He puts on 
a face of respectability, lives in the best 
part of town, operates a legitimate busi- 
ness as a front, and is more powerful and 
sinister than the gangster of the 1920's. 
The Senator warned that other nations 
in history have fallen because of internal 
corruption. 
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Public Assistance 


Public assistance is big business in the 
U. S. Way over 5,600,000 are drawing 
monthly on the Federal-State assistance 
programs. Tne cost to tax payers is more 
than two billion dollars. In California, 
20 per cent of its entire budget each 
month goes for welfare cases. Thousands 
are getting the money dishonestly.
